Cross will need 'between, 80,000 and 
40.000 nurses for the army. The Al- 
lies also are depending upon the Uni- 
ted States to supplement their own 
cursing service.' 


There are 'between 80,000 and 90,- 


000 registered nurses in the United 
States. Approximately 16,500 are en- 
rolled Red Cross nurses, the majority 
of whom are in active ser7ice, ready 
for 
mobilization, or prepared 
for 


specified service.' It is the Red Cross 
tnrolhnent which forms the reserve 
of the army and navy nurse coirs. 


According to .Miss Jane Delano,
